"A Communistic farm just out- 
side of Charleston, W. Va., sup- 
plies the latest example of what 
these projects will be. 
"They call this community 'Red- 


house.' " 
The government, the statement 


said, charged off a million dol- 
lars on its books for this commu- 
nity in which 153 families, which 
formerly were on relief, are liv- 
ing. 
The "model" homes, it said, 


already 
are "showing 
cracked 
walls;" the land which was bought 
by the federal emergency relief 
administration at $29 an acre is 
found to be "very much worn out" 
and the "homesteaders exist at a 
minimum suDsistence level."

Details of the new program at 


it affects Texas were explained 
at

here by R. H. Rogers, senior agri- 
cultural 
economist of the plan- 


ning division of the AAA. Rog- 
ers came to Texas with A. L. 
Smith who represented the Texas 
extension service staff in draft- 
ing the plans at Washington. 


A high point of the new pro- 


gram is that all crops are di- 
vided into three classes—soil de- 
pleting, soil conserving and soil 
building crops. Bases established 
on old reduction contracts will 
be taken as a guide for estab- 
lishing the base for 1936 in the 
soil conservation program, with, 
of 
course, due 
allowance 
for 


crops not included in former con- 
tracts. 


Since the entire acreage of ev- 


ery farm must be listed on the 
work sheet in planning for the 
soil conservation work a neutral 
classification has been set up as 
well as the three crop classifica- 
tions.

Four Negroes 
Rescued From An 
Angry Mob Sunday 


HUNTSVILLE, Ala., March 30. 


—VP)—Closely guarded by National 
Guardsmen and state police, four 
negro suspects, saved by prompt 
action of civil officers from 
a 
possible lynching in the slaying 
of 19-year-old Vivian Woodward, 
were rushed to Birmingham to- 
day. 


Although mob spirit, fired by 
tho attack slaying of the pretty 
blonde daughter of a Huntsville 
city official, seemed to have sub- 
sided, it was decided to take the 
prisoners to Birmingham, 140 miles 
away. Tor safe keeping. 


Mob action against the prison- 
ers was averted shortly after the 
negroes' capture late yesterday. 
Local officers and highway pa- 


trolmen took the four men from 
angry possemen and later used 
tear gas to disperse a crowd that 
gathered 
menacingly around the 
jail. 
Governor Bibb Graves later 
ordered three companies of Nation- 
al Guardsmen here. 


SUPREME COURT HELD 
PR4GTICES OF SUGAR 


INSTITUTE ILLEGAL 


SUIT, ONE OFMOST IMPORT- 
ANT IN RECENT YEARS WON 


BY GOVERNMENT 


WASHINGTON, Mar. 30. 


(/P)—The supreme court to- 
day, in its long-awaited Su- 
gar Institute decision, held 
that the Sherman anti-trust 
law was a "charter of free- 
dom" permitting voluntary 
action to end abuses .in in- 
dustry—provided such action does 
not restrain competition "unrea- 
sonably." 


The court upheld in the main 


a lower court decision enjoining 
the sugar institute from many of 
its practices, but permitting the 
trade association to continue in 
existence. 


In a voluminous decision, partial- 


ly read by Chief —ustico Hughes 
the court .outlined its view in 
great detail of the scope of the 
famous anti-trust statute. 
There 
was no dissent. 


It held that exchange of trade 


information 
and statistics was 
elgal. An agreement by members 
of the sugar institute to abide 
by posted prices without 
devia- 


tion was construed as an "unrea- 
sonable restraint" of competition 
and so illegal. 


Walter L. Rice, special assistant 


to the attorrey general, who par- 
ticipated in argument of the case 
for the government, said: 


"We regard the decision as a 


sweeping victory." 
The changes 


in the decree are of compara- 
tively minor importance."

Leibowitz occupied most of the 


morning session reading letters 
from Gobhardt showing his love 
for the blonde university grad- 
uate.

OKLAHOMA CITY, Mar. 


30.—(&)—Governor" E. W. 
Marland charged the state 
legislature today with re- 
sponsibility for failure to 
keep the 1934 democratic 
platform pledges and de- 
manded 
that 
candidates 


"cither fulfill party pledges or run 
on some other ticket." 


"Our party cannot long continue 


the dominant party in Oklahoma,' 
the chief executive said in an 
address prepared for delivery be- 
fore the state Democratic conven- 
tion, "if we make pledges we can- 
not or will not keep. We can re- 
main in power and deserve to re- 
main In power only so long as we 
make fair promises 
and 
keep 
them." 


Marland claimed many of the 
pledges given by his administra- 
tion in 1934 had been kept, most 
of them he said, without the aid 
of the legislature. 
He cited par- 
ticularly the house of representa- 
tives, which balked at his "New 
Deal" program for Oklahoma. 
The governor said his pledge to 


balance the state budget had been 
kept and that a $2.000,000 surplus 
was expected at the end of the 
fiscal year. 
He praised the tax 
commission "for Its splendid per- 
formance of our party pledge."' 


Referring incidently to Gov. Alf 


M. Landon's record of a balanced 
budget for Kansas, Marland point- 
ed to $8,200,000 provided by the 
legislature for weak schools of 
Oklahoma and said:

—(/P)—In a deep 
gorge, 
cutting 


through tho middle of the lush 
Selaclaca plain, the Duke of Ber- 
gamo came close to death—at the 
hands of one of his own loyal sol- 
diers—but won himself a hero's 
place in this war. 


Here in this sunken valley, the 
remnants of Ras 
Imru's 
army 


made their last stand before the 
Italians who shattered the bulk of 
Imru's 
25,000 in two 
days 
of 


steady hand-to-hand fighting early 
in March at the northern end of 
the plain. 


Here the Duke 
of 
Bergamo, 


commander of the Gran Sasso di- 
vision or regulars, a slight, biond, 
soft«pokcn man of 45, more like 
a young librarian than a soldier, 
led his men into a hail of ma- 
chine gun fire, led them until a 
sergeant forced him back on pain 
of death. 


The Ethiopians had planted ma- 


chine guns at the far side of the 
valley top, commanding the othei 
side. The ravine was full of des- 
perate natives. Their 
fire 
was 


deadly. The range was too long 
for hand grenade. To go that close 
meant certain death. 


Up to them the Gran Sasso ad- 
vanced, then stopped, and up from 
the rear charged the Duke, cousin 
of King Victor Emmanuel. 


A revolver in one hand, a hand 


grenade In the other, he took com- 
mand of the first company he en- 
countered in the plain facing the 
gorge, and roared out the battle 
'cry of his ancient house "Savoia." 
Through Italian history that cry 


has rung, the name of the Duke's 
own royal family, symbolic now of 
"charge with cold steel." He was 
crying his own house name, but 
to the Italians it meant "fix bay- 
onets and charge." 


They swept forward 
into 
the 


Ethiopian fire, the duke ahead of 
them. They tried to stop him. He 
wouldn't stop. ,Two soldiers tried 
to sackle them. They missed. Then 
the sergeant found a way. 


Waving a great sword he had 


picked up from a fallen Ethiopian, 
he raced in front of the duke. 


"Go back, go back, your high- 


ness," ho screamed. "You can't 
do this. Go back, go back, your 
highness, or I'll cut your head 
off." 


His highness stopped. The Ital- 


ians swept through the machine 
gun fire into the ravine. The Ethi- 
opians broke. And the duke stay- 
ed behind.

100 rjounds of the producer's do- 
mestic consumption quota, subject 
to certain specified agreements; 
and for the other soil depleting 
crops the rate an acre will vary 
among the states and counties, 
depending upon productivity of 
the land. 


With regard to wheat the sit- 


uation is different, since 
wheat 


growers had signed applications 
for contracts with the 
govern- 


ment for a 1936 wheat program. 
Congress has voted that existing 
applications are to be considered 
as obligations and are to be car- 
ried out and payments made on 
them.

OF SEASON EASTERN 
NEW MEXICO MONDAY 


ALBUQUERQUE, N. M., March 


30.— 
(ff) 
—Great 
silt-blackened 


clouds swatched Eastern New Mex- 
ico early today, bringing the worst 
dust storm of the season. 


From Raton, near the North- 


easte.rn border, to Clovis, in' the 
Far Southwest and center of the 
state's "bread basket," the saffron 
clouds, churned last 
night and 


yesterday in the Oklahoma and 
Texas Panhandle, cut visibility to 
two miles and less. 


The "Mack 
blizzard" 
carried 


along by a 40-mile an hour wind 
at Tucumcari, virtually paralyzed 
highway and street traffic then 
and at Clovis.

Dust was kicked up 
by the north wind at Beaver and' 
Woodward, where mercury read- 
ings were 31 and 40, respectively.

forged. That was illegitim- 
ate. So the Senate commit- 
tee started trying to find 
out, 
presumably in self-de- 


fense, how much of

The senators, like the lob- 


byists, seem to have gone 
too far in some cases. No- 
body wants private rights 
destroyed by a bulldozing 
legislature. Yet the national 
legislature itself must be 
protected from fraudulent 
coercion. 


Doubtless our courts are 


qualified to determine such 
matters. 


RADIO'S MINUTE-MEN 


Amateur radio operators 


have been covering them- 
selves with glory in the east- 
ern flooded areas. The dis- 
aster gave them the oppor- 
tunity of their lives. 


For two or 
three 
days 


they were the chief source 
of information about flood 
conditions in several states, 
and the chief dependence

.tion were cut off. Where- 
ever the a m a t e u r s had 
enough power to

their sets—and it was most- 
ly from their own batteries

newspapers and relief head- 
quarters as long as there 
was any need of their ser- 
vices. Many

kept firing away from the 
eecond floor of his home 
while the waters roared out- 
eide and rose farther and 
farther up the stairway.

service was a 
doctor 
in 


Punxsutawney, Pa., with a 
good set and a good voice

He acted as 
co-ordinator and relay man 
for his area, and kept gath- 
ering and disseminating val- 
uable information 
continu- 


ously for 31 hours without 
leaving his machine.

WASHINGTON. March 30— 
In a ruling on one of the most 
Important anti-trust suits In recent 
years, the supreme court held to- 
day that certain practices of the 
Sugar Institute, Inc., violate the 
Sherman acfc barring1 restraint of 
competition. 


The decision had been eagerly 


awaited by some trade associations 
as a guide to the extent they 
could 
go toward 
self-regulation. 
They had wondered about 
their 


•status since the court's invalida- 
tion of NRA. 


The 
unanimous 
opinion, 
by 


Chief 
Justice Hughes, 
affirmed 


with some modifications the rul- 
ing of Federal Judge Julian W. 
Mack at New York that most of 
the institute's practices ran coun- 
ter to the anti-trust act. 


Formed in 1928 by 15 cane su- 
gar refining companies, the insti- 
tute was described by its backers 
as Intended to eliminate "secret 
discriminations" and other "abus- 
es" of the industry. 
In 1931 the government ued for 


It* dissolution, 
contending 
the 


members produced from 70 to 80 
per cent of all the refined sugar 
in the United States and competi- 
tion was curtailed. 


Appealing to the supreme court 


from Judge Mack's ruling the su- 
gar refiners said "the 
case in- 
volves the most elaborate legal 
test of the activities of a trade 
association ever undertaken by the 
government." 


"Because of the collapse of the 


federal 
government's attempt at 


trade regulation under the NRA," 
they added, "commerce and in- 
dustry are looking to this court 
for guidance in determining what 
they may do to abolish destruc- 
tive and dishonest trade abuses 
without being held guilty of viola- 
ting the federal anti-trust laws." 


Perhaps the principal issues was 


legality of an agreement to sell 
sugar only at prices and terms 
openly announced in advance of 
sale and banning 
discriminations 


among customers.

A successful 
two-day 
tanning 


and leather demonstration in Cor- 
sicana last Friday and Saturday 
was reported by County Agent C. 
C. Morris, Who added that M. K. 
Thornton, leather specialist of th.e 
extension service, reported it one 
of the best that he had conducted. 
The county agent reported that 


the specialist demonstrated a new 
process for the tanning of leather 
tha eliminates the major portion 
of the 
odors 
usually 
connected 
with the work, and cut the time 
required to eight hours, compared 
to about six months required by 
the older methods using tan bark. 


The new process is reported to 


have a total cost of about $250 for 
the 
complete preparation 
of a 


largo hide, with the tanned prod- 
uct valued at $25. 
_ 
The county agent reported that 


bulletins were available at his of- 
fice on both the new and old 
methods, and he would be glad to 
confer with any parties Interested 
in the work.

In closing his address, Mr. Wells 
appealed for a closer co-ordina- 
tion of ideas and suggestions be- 
tween the county and state gov- 
ernments to' work out common 
problems. 


R. B. Anderson of the tax com- 
mission pointed out in the be- 
ginning of his 
remarks 
that 


the problem of state, local and na- 
tional taxation was "vexacious." 
He pointed out that the depres- 
sion since 1929 was without par- 
allel in the history of the coun- 
try due to the fact that it was 
"a depression of surpluses". He 
declared that former depressions 
had all been caused by lack of 
some necessity or commodity. He 
declared there had been too much 
food, cotton, 
wood, stone, etc., 


and caused th* government to 
be forced to appropriate billions 
of dollars for relief and was put 
in the position of paying produc- 
ers to desist from raising their 
products. He voiced the opinion 
that America had not yet learned 
to regulate 
the 
money, credit, 


etc., to set in order her economic 
affairs which cannot be done un- 
der the old economic structure. 


Turning his remarks toward the 


financial conditions of the state 
government, the speaker said the 
general revenue

deficit and that the Confederate 
pension 
fund was between $5,- 


000,000 and $6,000,000 behind. 
Appropriations liaised. 
Mr. Anderson said the appro- 


priations for the past year had 
been raised 18 per cent including 
$3,000,000 for the Texas Centen- 
nial, $4,000,000 for direct relief 
and $3,000,000 to retire some 
of 
the outstanding $20,000,000 bond 
issue voted for relief a few years 
ago. 
The state, however, is in 


better condition than was expect- 
ed, he pointed out, and with the 
difficult problem of the old age 
pension, the deficit of $21,00,000 
forecast for August will not be 
more than $2,000,000 higher than 
the previous year. 
He said the 
school 
fund 
had 
approximately 


54,000,000 left over this year and 
was in excellent shape. 
"The pensions are the primary 


concern" 
Anderson said. 
There 


have already been filed 140,000 ap- 
plications for the old age pen- 
sions and they are coming in at 
the rate of 12,000 dally. Ander- 
son estimated 
there 
would be 


250,000 applications when 
com- 
pleted. 
He expects about 63,000 


them to be granted and at $15 


per month, will amount to $12,- 
300,000 annually. 


Turning his attention to the tax 
survey, Mr. Anderson pointed out 
the rush, inconveniences and dif- 
ficulties encountered when WPA 
officials ordered crews to work 
in 254 counties on 48 hours no- 
tice in making the tax survey. 


Thanked County Officials. 
He thanked the county officials 


for their patience and aid in get- 
ting this work started. He point- 
ed out that he had been advised 
by one assessor that the tax sur- 
vey had revealed more than $5,- 
000.000 property not on the tax 
rolls. 
He said that the added 


property escaping taxation caus- 
ed by this survey would allow 
a reduction in the state ad va- 
lorem rate for the ensuring year. 
He said one instance had come to 
his attention of a person seeking 
a pension whose property was 
valued at $500 and was taxed in 
city and county and state rolls 
at $750, while another instance 
was cited where property pur- 
chased during the past two years 
for $35,000 has been found to 'be 
listed on the tax rolls at $720. 


Anderson said Texas was in a 
satisfactoiy 
financial condition 


considering conditions and despite 
the huge sums to be paid out in 
pensions, but declared a clear 
thinking and cautious Legislature 
was needed. He said if 1-5 of the 
applications for old age pensions 
were paid it will amount to $1,- 
000.000 per month.

Dlscuraed Salary Bill. 
George 
H. Sheppard, 
Austin, 
state comptroller, discussed the 
salary bill and the problems inci- 
dent to its carrying out by the de- 
partment. He frankly said he did 
not know what the outcome would 
be, but under the present set-up, 
It is more costly than under the 
fee system. He said he hoped to 
make another apportionment to 
the counties under the salary ba- 
sis after Sept. 1, but could not 
give any idea of the amount. 
Comptroller Sheppard also spoke 


on the work of the road bond in- 
debtedness board. He told of the 
difficulties encountered In deter- 
mining how much the respective 
counties had spent toward 
the 
construction and Improvement of 
state highways. He said that last 
year 30 per cent of the maturing 
principal and all of the interest 
was paid from the proceeds of one 
cent of the gasoline tax, and pre- 
dicted that the payment this year 
would amount to 75 per cent of 
the principal and all of the inter- 
est- He said he hoped tnc state 
could care for all principal and 
interest in 193^ as he believed the 
gasoline tax would amount to $40,- 
000,000 this year incident to the 
Texas 
Centennial 
expositions. 


Sheppard said the income this 
year will be up $4-000,000 over last 
year. 
"The one cent of the gasoline 
tax is the greatest relief to the 
tax payers of Texas of anything 
ever done," Sheppard said. 
State Health Official.

He declared 
that Texas is not able to use the 
amount set aside for this purpose 
because of the lack of county or- 
ganizations, etc., to carry out the 
provisions.
